THh' TOWN OF WHITING 

BY JOHN G. ERDLITZ 

In 1889 the Standard Oil Compan3', in looking for a 
location in or near Chicago, the western metropolis, 
determined 011 a site near the Indiana and Illinois State 
line, and as the residents on the Illinois side of the 
boundary objected to prospective odors from an oil refin¬ 
ery, that company selected Whiting, Indiana, then a 
railroad side-track station with not a dozen houses which 
with scrub-oak dotted the .sand-dune landscape skirting 
Fake Michigan. As 2,000 and more men were at once 
put to work by this company, a town was quickU' built 
up, and has steadily grown until it now has a population 
of four thousand people. 

Prosperity cannot help but be with a community 
backed by an institution employing 1,500 persons—first- 
class laborers who are paid liberal wages every two 
weeks. The Standard Oil Company here operates its 
largest refinery, having invested nearly $15,000,000, and 
out of the crude petroleum pumped here from the Ohio 
oil fields is refined not only the kerosene supply for the 
North and North-West of this country, but all manner 
of lighting, heating and lubricating oil, and paraffine 
product. 
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The site was w^ell chosen, being only eighteen miles 
from Chicago, the future largest city of the United States. 
Seven railroads giv'e all the needed shipping facilities. In 
addition the Standard Oil Company has built a pier into 
Take Michigan, and their own large craft carry to the 
Norlh-West lake ports bulk loads of oil pumped out to 
the b<»ats through pipes. 

Whiting was incorporated as a town in 1896, after a 
hard struggle to defeat the efforts of the city of Ham¬ 
mond to annex this thriving burg. Its tax valuation is 
in the millions. It is well lighted with electricity, has 
water works and good streets. Connected by street-car 
lines with Hammond, East Chicago, and Chicago itself. 
Has graded schools and five churches. A fire-proof paint 
factory is among its institutions. The Bank of Whiting 
is one of the strongest and best banks of Northern Indiana. 

The people of Whiting are cosmopolitan and not the 
typical hoosier. They are from nearly all States of the 
l^nion. They are contented and believe Whiting to be 
the best of all towns. The many church societies, frater¬ 
nal and other organizations are in good condition and 
speak of a ])leasant sociability and good fellowship among 
the people. 

Whiting is not a “boomer,’* but a strong, healthy 
and growing town, and with its inducements to more 
manufactories locating here, is and will be one the leading 
towns in Indiana.

VV^ii.LiAM Curtis, Trustee of the Town of Whiting 
for the First Ward, elected for two years in May, 1897. 

47 years, and his occupation is that of master 
mechanic of the Standard Oil Company in Whiting. 

Henry Sciiragk, Trustee of the Town of Whiting 
for the Second Ward, elected for one year in May, 1897. 
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Mr. Schrage is an old settler, owns considerable real 
estate, and is proprietor of the Hank of Whiting. He is 
53 years of age. 

P'ked J. Smith, Trustee of the Town of Whiting 
for the Third Ward, elected in May, 1S97, for a term of 
one year. He is the senior partner of the firm of Smith 
Bader, owning a restaurant and bakery. Is 35 years 
of age. 

Thomas C. McCokmick, Trustee of the Town of 
Whiting for the Fourth Ward, electe<l in May, 1S97, to 
serve one year. His occupation is that of a boilermaker 
in the employ of the Standard Oil Company in Whiting. 
Is 34 years of age. 

EnwARD O’Hara, Trustee of the Town of Whiting 
for the Fifth Ward, elected in May, 1807, to .serve for 
two years, and' is the President of the Board. Age 39 
years. His occupation is foreman of the oil loading 
department of the Standard Oil Company in Whiting. 

Patrick Hickey, Treasurer of the Town of Whiting 
since incorporation in 1896. Term expires in May, 1898. 
He is 45 years of age and is a foreman on the stills of the 
Standard Oil Company in Whiting. 

Clay C. Coei.ins, age 22 years, is the young, but 
competent and efficient. Town Marshal of Whiting. He 
was elected to serv'e one year from May, 1897. Was 
formerly a member of the firm of Collins Sons, meat 
dealers, in Whiting. 

John O. Erheitz, age 26 years, is the Clerk of the 
town and of the water department of Whiting. Mr. 
ICrdlitz is a practicing attorney, and on the death of the 
late C. V. Crane accepted the above positions incidental 
to his own busine.ss. Term expires in May, 1898. 

J. W. Wartman, age 36 years, is employed as 
attorney by the Town of Whiting. This office is ap¬ 
pointive by the Trustees.

GEORGE M. EDER 

At Landau Bavaria, (xerniaiiy, on P'ebruary 23, 1855, 
wa.s !x)rii George M. Eder. Coniiii>> to the United 
States he locate<l in America’s p^reat and thrivinj^ western 
metropolis, Chicago. There he lived until 1874, when he 
niovetl to Crown Point. There with his brother Joseph 
he engaged in the manufacture of cigars, a business 
undertaking which proved eminently successful and profit¬ 
able. Me first enteied public life as Clerk of the Town 
of Crown Point in 1879. This was followed in 1886 by 
his election to the office of Trustee of Center Township. 
His administration of that office brought to him in 1890 
the Republican nomination for County Clerk. He was 
elected, while yet Trustee, by a hand.some vote, which 
was far outdistanced by his vote in 1894, when he made 
the race for re-election. The duties of the office are 
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EX-CON(;RKSftMAN THOMAS J. WOOD 
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onerous, complex, and.are most important, yet Mr. Eder 
has ev^er proven equal to the demands and probably is 
to-day second to no man in the esteem of the citizens of 
Lake County. 


WILLIAM J. GLOVER 

While agriculture has been the chief main stay of 
Lake County in the past, yet our j'>eople are lil>eral enough 
to recognize the vast importance of the industrial enter¬ 
prises and pursuits which have built up North Township, 
and with this end in view a very large majority of the 
votes cast for County Recorder at the last election were 
in favor of William J. (Uover, of East Chicago, he having 
received every vote of East Chicago at the primary elec¬ 
tion. Mr. (Mover is es.sentially a workingman and was 
emphatically the workingman’s candiilate, and his election 
was due to the universal recognition alike of his merits,^ 
ability and occupation. 

Mr. Glover is forty-one years of age and a native of 
Pennsylvania, the home of the iron industry, receiving 
his education in the public schools of Pittsburg. Mer¬ 
cantile pursuits were not to his liking and he took a 
thorough course in rolling-mill work, which occupation 
he followed for eighteen years, gaining for him the sobri¬ 
quet of “Glover, the Rolling-Mill Man.” He removed 
to East Chicago early in the historv^ of that thriving 
town, and at the time of his nomination for Recorder 
occupied the responsible position of heater in the rolling 
mills. In 1891 Mr. (Clover was elected to the office of 
City Treasurer of Ivast Chicago. In 1894 he was cho5>en 
to represent his ward in the City Council, which office he 
resigned to accept the last honor so unanimously conferred 
uix)n him.

BENJAMIN F. HAYES 

The office of Sheriff more directly influences the 
lil>erties of the people than does any other, aiul it is 
highly essential that the occupant of this iin[x>rtant posi¬ 
tion be a man of strong j>ersonality, courage and sound 
judgment. Mr. H. F. Hayes, the subject of this sketch, 
is just this kind of a man. Sheriff Hayes was first elected 
to his present office in 1894 and re-elected in 1896. His 
ailministration has l>een marked with entire success, and 
his retirement is l^y no means looked forward to with 
satisfaction. Mr. Hayes serve<l as Marshal of Crown 
Point before his election as Sheriff, but it was his success¬ 
ful career as receiver of the Roby Athletic Association 
which first brought him into national repute. When the 
carnival of prize-fighting at Roby had reached its gory 
height, Mr. Hayes was appointed receiver by Judge John 
H. Oillett. He went to New York and brought back the 
notorious Solly Smith, wanted for prize-fighting, and he 
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wound up the affairs and career of the Roby Athletic 
Association in a manner hij;hly gratifying to the order- 
loving citizens of this county and state. Mr. Hayes is a 
lover of fine horses and is the owner of several speedy 
animals. He has also proved himself an honest, capable 
and brave officer, and holds a high place in the esteem of 
the people of I^ake County. 


OEO. W. FISHER 

Geo. W. Fisher was born in I.,ake County and has 
resided here continuously since his birth, August 17. 
186S. He was a son of John Fisher, who for a great 
many years was County Surveyor, and when on account 
of age he declined to make another race for the office, the 
Republican nomination fell quite naturally to his son. 
Mr. F'isher was first elected in 1890 and re-elected thrice 
since that time. When first elected Mr. F'isher was but 
twenty-two years of age, being the youngest man in 
Indiana holding an elective office at that time. 

Mr. Fisher has resided continuously in Crown Point, 
where he is prominent in secret society and social circles. 
He is a married man. 

JOHN W. DYER 

John W. Dyer is now serving his second term in the 
very resp)onsible position of Treasurer of Take County. 
As the Republican nominee he was elected in 1894 and 
re-elected two years later. So efficiently, and yet courte¬ 
ously, did he conduct the office during his first term that 
many Democrats opposed nominating a candidate again.st 
him in his race for re-election. 
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Previous to his election Mr. Dyer was engaged in the 
real estate business in Haniinond, and still has heavy 
property interests there. In political, social and secret 
society circles Mr. Dyer was a prominent figure there, as 
he now is at Crown Point. 

Mr. Dyer was a native of Michigan, and went from 
that State to the War of the Rebellion, serving in the 
Tenth Michigan cavalry.

He resided in Chicago a numl>er of years, much of which 
time he was cre<lit man for the wholesale firm of Boies, 
Fay Conkey. Later he built the Standar<i Theatre on 
the West Side, Chicago, and managed that play-house 
until his removal to Hammond. 

Mr. Dyer is an active meml>er of the O. A. R. and a 
Mason of high degree. 


FRANK E. COOPER 

Superintendent of the Lake County Scliools 

The subject of this sketch is a Lake County boy, born 
on a farm in Winfield Township forty-two years ago. 
When tw'elve years old his parents moved into Crown 
Point, where he attended Rev. Ball’s private school and 
later the public schools, where he stoo<l well up in his 
classes. His father l>eing a shoemaker, he spent his 
summers at the same occupation, becoming an expert at 
making fine sewed work. Each winter he attended school 
until he was twenty-one years of age, when he was mar¬ 
ried to Miss Adelia Sherman, and erecting a residence on 
East street settled down to work at his trade. In January, 
1877, County Superintendent McAfee, who had been his 
teacher and knew^ his w^orth, induced him to take a 
country school, which he handled wuth such marketl 
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ability that he was thereafter in demand, and after teaching; 
three years in the country .schools was ^iven a |>osition in 
the Crown Point .schcx)ls. Four years he worked in these 
schocjls, l>eing; promoted each year to a l>etler ]>osition. 
When the new hi>^h school was elected Mr. Cooper was 
given charge of the high school as piincipal, and with 
120 pupils in his riKun, 8o of whom he taught, his work 
was eminently satisfactory. During the preceding sum¬ 
mer he did special work in the V'alpnrai.so Normal under 
Frofef^sors Kinzie and Doucher. In April, 1882, a vacancy 
occurred in the County Superintendency and Mr. Cooper 
was induced by his fellow teachers to enter the contest, 
which he did, knowing only one trustee on the morning 
of election. per.sonal interview proved favorable and 
on the tliirtl ballot he was elected over four comj^etitors. 
This line of work opened a broatler field for the display 
of his executive ability, and so marketl has been the 
improvement in the schools that he has l>een re-elected 
time after time with little op|x>sition and at the last elec¬ 
tion received the unanimous vote of the Board. He has 
one son, in whom he feels a just pride, having completed 
a four years* cour.se at Purdue Univer.sity, one term at the 
Cook County Normal, and is a now a successful teacher 
in a graded school. Unselfish in his success, Mr. Cooper 
has always been the willing friend of every student with 
whom he comes in contact who shows himself to be 
worthy of a.ssistance. No stronger testimonial to one’s 
real manhoo<l exists than this. And scores of those who 
have enjoyed the pleasure and benefit of his friendship as 
students and teachers, and who have passed on into other 
fields of work, are to-day his staunchest friends and well- 
wishers. 

What more need we .say? In conclusion, he is in 
the full vigor of manhood, with happy family ties, 
resj-Hfcted by the .school authorities and the 200 teachers 
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of his county, anil his daily life a model of iiite>^rity and 
inoralily which no resident of Lake County need fear to 
have his children emulate. 


JAMES n. BRADFORD 

President Board of County Commissioners 

Mr. Bradford came to Hammond in 1878 and after 
working at his trade (painting and paper hanging) three 
years in 1881 he o|>ened the first hardware store, carrying 
as a side line i>ainls, oils, glass and wall paper. He 
afterwards sold out his hardware line r.nd opened np 
exclusively in the paint, oil, glass and wall pajxrr, and 
bec'ame a contractor in that line. Througli thrift and 
square dealing he has built np a large business, second to 
none in the north end of the State. Mr. Bradford is, 
comparatively speaking, a young man, having just passed 
his forty-fifth birthday. In 1886 his sterling qualities 
were recognized by his fellow citizens and he was chosen 
as one of the first Board of (3) Water Trustees. In 1894 
he was nominated on the Republican ticket as a Commis- 
.sioner of the First District and was elected by 987 majority. 
His work on the Board of County Commissioners was so 
satisfactory to his constituents that he was renominated 
to succeed himself and in 1S96 was re-elected b^’ an 
increased majority of 1,159, polling more votes than any 
other candiilate in the City of Hammond. Mr. Brailford 
has particularly distinguished himself while Commissioner 
in procuring the building of gravel roads throughout the 
county. Many long stretches of macadam which once 
were saiitl or muck hub deep stand to-day as monuments 
due to his energetic efforts in l>ehalf of gcMKl roa<ls all 
over the county.

11 is campaign 
wjis characteristic of the man, and he was elected to that

police sbitions; a handsome fire and police station has been 
erecte<l at Robertsdale—in fact, in every direction jirogress 
ami improvement has marked his term of ottiee. 

Fretl b*. Mott was horn in Chicago, duly 27, 1857, of 
tJerrnan parents. lie attmulcd the [lublic schools of that 
city until seventeen years of age, when he <*ame to Ilam- 
moml and entered the employ of the C. II. Hammond Co. 
'riiirteen years in the servi<*e of tliat corporation witnessed 
his rise from a humble ]>osition to one of great responsibility 
and trust. Since 1887 he has ilevoted his attention to real 
(.•state business, in which he has been very successful and 
has acquired large property interets. lie has witnesseil and 
assisted in the growth of Hammond from a hamlet to its 
present size and importonce. 

He is a Mason, a member of the Knight Templar 
division of that order. He has a wife and four children. 
In society, as well as in politics, Mayor Mott stands in the 
front ranks and is very popular. 


GEORGE P. C. NEWMAN 

George P. C. Newman is Councilman from the F'irst 
Ward of the City of Hammond and President of the City 
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Council. He was first elected a member of that body 
nine years and served a term of two years. In 1894 
he was a^aiii elected, this time for a four years’ term. In 
addition to other committee appointments. Mr. Xewman 
is chairman of the important committees of finance and 
of claims and contracts. 

Mr. Xewman was born in Cass County, Illinois, July 
15, 1850. He moved to Hammond in 18.S0 and for three 
years managed a hotel which stood where the Hohman 
Opera House Block now stands. 

Mr. Xewman is a contractor and builder, which pur¬ 
suit he followed for several years. He has a family and 
by his thrift has accumulated a competency. 

JOHN F. KUHLriAN 

In John I*\ Kiihliiian came with his parents to 

Indiana, settling on the Little (’alumet, eaist of (ilobe Sta¬ 
tion. At that time there was no ilainnioiid. Its prestMit 
site Wiis covered witli timber, except the waste land. Gibson 
and llessville were then the only towns from Kiverdale to 
J’olleston. Mr. Kiihlrnaii lK*came a carj)enter, at which 
trade he workt^l in Chicago for a time, coming back to thi.s 
vicinity in 1878 , at which time he purchased a farm south 
of this city. He also bought projK‘rtyand built a residence 
on tlie Illinois side of the line and there made his home, 
after marrying. lie foresaw Hammond’s future and in 
1882 purchased property on the north side. Ijjiter he for¬ 
sook the carpenter's trade and embarked in business, and 
he lias continued a very successful business life since that 
time. At prestMit .Mr. Kuhlnuiu has a hardware store at 
the corner of Hohman and HolTinan strei‘ts, where he has 
a very complete line of hardware, tools, tinware and stoves. 
His motto is lH*st gcMnls possible for the lowest living profit 
and his guarantee of articles “goes.”

Oity C'oiiiieil in 1892 ain<l aifter serving for four years wais 
re-eleeced hy ai very hirge inaijority. He is ails«» nientioiuMi 
for higlier plaiees in the gift of the |>c»f>ple. 


GEORGE T. RANDOLPH 

A good, cool head, sound judgment, a thorough 
knowledge of mechanics and mechanism, together with a 
scientific application of these and other attainments are 
the necessary qualifications for a first-class engineer, and 
they also make suitable ingredients, wdien proj>erly in¬ 
fused, to form the ground work for an excellent alderman. 
Xature, while in a happy mood, formed this blend when, on 
February loth, 1H52, the subject of this sketch was 
ushered into the w'orld up in Lenevvaj’ County, Michigan. 
In 1S80 Mr. Randolph with his family moved to Hammond 
and entered the employ of the G. H. Hammond Co., wdth 
which company he is still identified, having charge of the 
refrigerator engines at that plant, ^iiite early in the 
present decade some of Mr. Randolph’s friends urged 
him to enter the political arena. He w’as nominated at 
the Republican primaries to represent the Second Ward, 
but was turned down in the landslide of 1S90. In 1.S94 
he again accepted the nomination and w’^as elected by a 
handsome majority. He has served his constituency w ith 
honor to himself and satisfaction to the citizens of his 
ward. Mr. Randolph has just cause to be proud of his 
political career and should he again decide to ask for the 
suffrage of his p)eople there is very little doubt as to 
the result. 
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THOS. HAMMOND 

Thos. Haiiitiioiid was l>orii at Fitchburg, Mass., in 
1H43. Of his father he learned the carpenter trade, at 
which he worked until twenty-one years of age. In 
1866, at Feoininister. Mass., he was united in marriage 
to Miss Helen Potter an<l to them five children- three 
daughters and two sons—were born, four of whom are 
still living. 

When twenty-one years of age Mr. Hammond mov'ed 
to Detroit. P'or two years he engaged with his brother in 
the retail meat and provision business, at the expiration 
of which time he became .sole proprietor and continued 
the business successfully for ten years. In 1876 he moved 
to Hammond, and on his own responsibility conducted 
the casing and tripe departments of the O. H. Ham¬ 
mond Co. 

When the death of Mr. Hammond’s brother, George 
H. Hammond, caused the .sale of the packing hou.ses to 
a syndicate, Mr. Hammond was .selected as assistant 
sui>erintendent. 

In the spring of 1SS8 Mr. Hammond was elected 
Ma>or of the City of Hammond, to which |x>sition he 
was re-elected in iS9c> and again in 1892, each succeeding 
election l>eing l>y increased vote. During his administra¬ 
tion miles of street paving and sewerage were constructed 
and the first city building erected, and its excellent system 
of water works. 

In 1H92 Mr. Hammond was elected to Congre.ss from 
the Tenth Indiana district and served one term in the 
lower house of Congress. 

Mr. Hammond is one of Hammond's wealthiest 
citizens and has been president of the Commercial Hank 
ever since its organiz.ation. 
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In 1896, at the urgent solicitation of his parly and 
of many friends in the opyx>sition party, he became a 
candidate in 1S96 for Councilman for the Second Ward, 
and commanded sufficient strength for the Republicans to 
elect him. Mr. Hammond is most favorably mentioned 
lx)th as Democ'ratic and independent candidate for Mayor. 


P. REILLY 

Patrick Reilly was a drummer l>oy in the “dark days 
of *61 to ’65,“ enlisting from the Empire State. He came 
to Hammond as superintendent of the (». H. Hammond 
Co.’s oleomargarine plant, a position he held for a number 
of years. He was twice elected Councilman and served 
for a time as Mayor, being appointed to serve out the 
unexpired term of Mr. Hammond. 

Mr. Reilly made an excellent Ma3’or while in this 
office and was his party’s nominee for re-election, but his 
party suffered defeat and he w'ent down with the ticket, 
though making a remarkable race. On his past record 
Mr, Reilly’s friends insist that he is entitled to the Demo¬ 
cratic nomination for Ma^’or in the spring of 1898. 

Mr. Reilly, with his sons, is engaged in conducting 
a successful gnxrery business at No. 254 South Hohman 
Street, Hammond. 

In 1896 Mr. Reilly was for the third time elected 
Councilman from the Third Ward and is the Democratic 
leader in that Ixxly. 

FREDERICK E. EWERT 

Frederick K. Ewert was horn in Chiciigo on October 
5 , 1868 , iKiing now thirU -four years of age. Wlien cightc*en 
yt‘ars ohl he moved to Hammond and has resitled there 
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<*ontiiiiionsly ever since that time. Eniplo}e<i by tiu‘ <f. II. 
Hanimoiul (’o., Iiis worth and work hrou^lit liiin a<lvanee- 
rnent until he lMM*ame foreman of that company's lar^^t* 
<*oo|>enige plant. This position he has long liehl with credit 
to himself and to the interests of his employers. 

Exemplary in character and private life ami affairs, in 
1 H02 the Kepnblican party calltnl him to stand as their 
(dioice for Councilman for the Third Ward. Such was the 
contiilem^e in him that his op]Hments—jHilitically—fonml 
naught to say to his detriment, ami he was (dected hy a 
most <*omplimentary vote. As an official he has ju8titic*<l 
the trust placed in him. Conwrvative to a marke<l degree, 
he has ever been fouml on the si<le of improvements, which 
tend to build up ami a<lvance the interests of the city, 
t^uiet and umissaming, he is yet linn ami steailfiist in his 
atlherence to that which he <leems to be the right course. 

Mr. Ew’ert is a married man and has aiMpiiretl valuable 
property interests, due to his industry and thrift. 


ROBERT ATCHISON 

Robert Atchison is American horn and takes some 
pride in the fact. He is not alone a native l>orn Htx>sier, 
but was lK>rn in North Township, Lake County, at what 
is now the Town of Whiting. He was l>orn July 30, 
1S60, and resided there until 1S79, when he moved to 
territory afterwards annexed to the City of Hammond 
and con.stituting the Fourth Ward of that city. For this 
ward Mr. Atchison was electe<l as one of that ward's first 
two representatives in the City Council. To this position 
he was re-elected and is at present serving his second term. 
Mr. Atchison is a heavy contractor and his .succe.ss in 
this line has enabled him to acquire considerable pro|^rty. 
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HR. RICHARD SCHAAF 

Mr. Kii'hjird Schaiif wils born in the yejir 1857 . He 
tirst became a resident of \jiike (’onnty in 1889 . IVevions 
to that time he ha<l resided in Chic*ago. He was elected a 
member of the Hammond City (V)uncil in 1894 . His 
present term of otliee expires in 1898 . He has made an 
excellent re<*ord as an alderman, devoting the siime careful 
attention to his public duties that has made him so success¬ 
ful in bu.siness alTairs. 

He is engag(‘d at present in the real estau.* and insurance 
business, in connection with conducting a large retail 
grocery hou.se. 


FRED W. NEWELL 

In the year 1H84 the Michigan Central Railway 
Company sent a j onng man to Hammond to take charge 
of the company’s telegraph lines and electrical apparatus. 
He was a modest yet energetic young fellow who, by his 
strict application to business and sui>erior knowledge of 
the work, made his .services almost indispensable. In 
18SS he went to work for the Chicago and Krie Company. 
That same young man, though several years older, is 
still in the employ of the latter company and in the 
enjoyment of their entire confidence and e.steem. Refer¬ 
ence is made to Mr. Fred \V. Newell, the pre.sent Aider- 
man of the Fifth Ward, who was elected in 1894 to 
represent the old Third Ward. In 1896 the ward boun¬ 
daries w’ere changed in such a manner that it left 
Mr. Newell a resident of the newly created Fifth Ward. 
Mr. New^ell is a stalwart Republican and an ardent 
advocate of the principles of protection. After the w’ard 
boundaries had been changed the council, in con.sideration 
of his valiant representation of the old Third, appointed 
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Mr. Newell to a seat in the coiiiicil from the Fifth Ward. 
Mr. Newell is an honorable and capable j^entlenian, who 
is resjx^cted as a citizen and admired as a public servant.

('sissiiis <*. ifriflin was lM>i'n in Crown Point, Ind., 
Octolwr 10, 1868 , laniig thirty-four years of age. lie wjis 
edueaUnl at tlie (Quaker Academy at Spiceland, Ind., after 
whicli he was engaged in teairhing school for several years, 
lie then went to the Cniversity of \Vi.se‘onsin at Madison, 
where he took a thorough course in j>harmacy, since whicli 
time he has been engageil in the ilrug business. lie locate<l 
in Hammond ten years ago, buying out the lirst and only 
drug store in Hammond at that time, where he has been 
the Icjuling druggist and a very prominent business man 
ever since. Mr. iJrifhn is a staunch Ucpublican, always 
taking an active part in politics for his party. He is a 
incumber of the City C'ouncil and a Mason of high degree, 
having attained the thirty-two degrees and the mystic shrine 
besitles, of wiiich there is hut two in Hammond. Mr. 
ttrirtin has laeii very successful in business juid has accu¬ 
mulated considerable jiroperty interests. 


WILLIAH KLEIHEQE, SR. 

William Kleihege, Sr., was a native of Germany, 
being born in Prussia. June 4, 1842. He emigrated to 
Ameiica when years old. In the year 1871 he moved 
to Hammond. He was for many years foreman of the 
G. H. Hammond Co.’s force of carpienter’s, a position 
pioor health compelled him to relinquish. In the early 
days of Hammond’s career as an incorporated city, Mr.

Ward, being elected in 1S84 and again in 1886. So satis¬ 
factory did he serve his constituents that he was elected a 
meml>er of the l:Joard of County Commissioners, and by 
the other members of that lx)ard selected as their president. 

In May, 1894, he was the Republican nominee for 
the im|X)rtant pi>sition of City Treasurer. Being elected, 
he assumed the duties of the position September i of the 
same year. His conduct of that office has been such as 
to leave public confidence in his honesty and integrity 
unshaken.

Mr. Crumpaeker has practices! law in Hammond for 
the pjist ten years. Previous to the election of John H. 
(lillett to the circuit bench the two were associated in tlie 
practice of their profession. 

Mr. Crumj»acker is a brother of Congressman K. I). 
Crum|)acker. He is Hoosier b<jrn, being a native of 
•\jii Porte County, where lie was born in 1858 . He gradu¬ 
ated fmm the Northern Indiana College ami from the 
V'alparaiso liaw School. 

He is a mendH*r of the Miu^mic frateridty and a man 
of family. 
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FRANK HESS 

III early days Lake County, with its swamps, slouglis 
and sand banks, w'as not a desirable jdaee to live, but among 
the first to bmve these surroundings was Joseph Mess, who 
founded the town of llessville, was a long time J’rustee of 
North J'ownship, and for many, many years postmaster of 
llessville. His oldest son, Frank Hess, was the first white 
male child born in Xorth Township, that event taking place 
November 17 , 1858 . From that date until the present 
Frank Hess has been a resident of the county. Twelve 
years of that perioil he serve<l the peoj»le faithfully aS 
Township Assessor, beginning liis duties when the property 
listed was of small value and continuing until its value rose 
till the county took prominent rank in the value of its rail¬ 
road and corporation projierty. 

While yet Townshi]) Assessor, and unsolicited by him, 
Mr. Hess w^as nominated as a candidate for Councilman 
from the First Ward and was elected without effort on his 
part, in the spring of IHfiO. During the same time he was 
swamp land commissioner, an appointive office. 

When the Kepublican city ticket was presenteil for the 
suffrages of the i>eople, in May, 1884 , Frank Hess’ name 
ajipeared as the nominee for City Clerk. He was elected 
and assumeil the duties of the office the following Septem¬ 
ber. During all his long ])ublic service he has been a most 
painstaking public official ui>on whom the breath of suspicion 
has never rested.

he entered the law office of the Hon. William Mack, 
afterward Speaker of the House of Representativ^es.
